The worst air disaster in Hams Aid in Managua Disaster 
Miami’s history occurred 


December 30th when a giant L- 
1011 Tristar crashed while 
trying to land at Miami In- 
ternational Airport. The jumbo 
jet Eastern Airlines Flight 401 
from New York crashed 27 
miles west of the Airport in the 
Everglades at 11:36 pm with 154 
passengers and crew of 13 on 
board. As of this time 100 have 
died. 

The Miami American Red 
Cross had two vans loaded with 
coffee and food near the crash 
site within two hours. Red Cross 
officials alerted W4IYT at about 
4:20 am requesting a possible 
communications link be set up 
between Red Cross 
Headquarters and the crash site 
in the event their units could not 
cover this 32 mile distance. 
Their communications held 
solid. (47.42MHZ) 

A call went to WA4QLZ, 
Assistant EC for Dade County 
working with the South Florida 
FM Association. John got the 
ball rolling quickly and made 
contact with W4BLM who was 
an employee in the EAL 
building on LeJeune Road. By 5 
am W4IYT arrived at RC Hq 
and was on the Miami Repeater 
(WB4HAA) with WA4QLZ and 
K4TFS, Dade Civil Defense with 
W4YP and WA4PDM. W4BLM 
advised he planned to take a 
walkie talkie to the crash site 
via helicopter and wanted 2 
meter FM communications 
between the site and Eastern 
Operations Officer. After a 
considerable time contact was 
not made with the walkie talkie 
via the repeater because of the 
distance. W4GOG offered to 
take up a small plane to act as 
relay but before he could get to 
the plane we were advised by

amateur radio played during 
and after the Managua earth- 
quake could never be told. So 
many amateurs participated in 
so many countries it would be

Ye Editor was contacted by 
Associated Press (AP) in 


Miami before the quakes had 
actually subsided. Luckily I had 
two days off from work and was

able to devote the entire time to 
the disaster. Minutes after the 
AP had called, W4IYT was on 
about 14,210 kHz monitoring 
YNIEGL-M as he rode around 
the capital city of Managua, 
while the roads were still 
shaking and buildings falling. 
He was the only communication 
from a city for over 12 hours. As 
YN1IEGL-M sent his plea and 
descriptions of the quake it was

fed into a phone patch to AP. 
With aid from Spanish-speaking 
friend Ye Ed was able to supply 
news media with updates from 
YNIEGL. Other Miami 
amateurs were doing the same. 

With the aid of YNIARG-W5 
in Houston, W4EDE near Wash- 
ington and W4IYT in Miami 
Springs, a Managua 
Emergency Net was formed on 
20 meter SSB. Many countries 
called in with urgent traffic 
which was relayed to EGL and 
YN1BU who had set up his 
station in the home of General 
Somoza. YN1BU had power 
problems and would drop off the 
air without warning. Somehow 
all the traffic was passed. 

The U.S. Air Force was 
probably the first to arrive in 
Managua with supplies and a 
communications team. Mexico 
and other nearby countries 
were quick to respond with 
blood, food and other supplies 
also. 

With all local communi- 
cations destroyed, local YN 
operators were unable to accept 
Health and Welfare traffic, 
however some did get through. 

Realizing the urgent need for 
communications from _ the 
devastated area, a group of four 
SIRA members from the Dade 
& Broward area decided to fly 
to Managua on Lanica Airlines 
and set upa station. YN1MO, an 
official of Lanica provided 
transportation down and back 
at no charge. WA4ZZG, 
President of SIRA, and other 
club members, kept almost 


consistent communications 
with members WA4TED, 
WN4BFL, YNIAEO-4 and 


LU2DZ-4 on 14,210 during their 5 
day stay at the Managua air-

ACTIVATED FOR 
NICARAGUAN 
RELIEF

On December 23 and 24 
WB4HAA, the South Florida FM 
Association repeater, located at 
the University of Miami; was 
activated to aid and coordinate 
the pick-up of goods and sup- 
plies to send to the victims of 
the devastating Nicaraguan 
earthquake. 

Acting on a call for aid from 
Lanica Airlines, W9ZGU-4, 
Carl, the chief engineer for local 
AM outlet WQAM; alerted 
K4EBK, Woody, who with his 
OO Di Joyce, K4EER, 
proceeded to the Lanica Air 
Terminal at Miami _In- 
ternational Airport to set up a 
Base Station. On the air at 2030 
local time, the base station 
operated as K4EBK-4 through 
the Miami repeater with the 
permission and cooperation of 
Ray, W4GOG, the president of 
the SFFMA. Fourteen members 
of the SFFMA made 26 pick-ups 
all over Dade and Broward 
counties, including such things 
as 5000 pairs of shoes and of all 
things, a stove. WB4PRY, Sam, 
picked up so many goods all 
over North Dade and Broward, 
he had to return home and 
change cars to a station wagon 
before delivering to Lanica.

BARC admires brave and tireless work 
in ham radio.

FLORIDA AMATEUR 
SIDEBAND TRAFFIC NET 


By Woody, K4SCL 

December was our first month of 
operating seven days per week, two 
sessions per day. This was an experiment 
to see if we had available stations and 
interest to do it as well as to help with the 
rush of holiday traffic. Results were very 
gratifying, with almost as many stations 
on Saturday as other days. We have, 
therefore, decided to continue this 
schedule indefinitely. 

For the month total QNI was 1118, up 8.6 
percent from 1029 in November. 153 dif- 
ferent stations checked in, up 16 percent 
from 132 in November. With 62 sessions, 
average QNI was 18.0. On early sessions, 
month’s average was 25.8, but on Satur- 
days it was 19.8. On late session, month’s 
average was 10.3 but on Saturdays it was 
10.0. Total traffic for the month was 633, up 
46.5 percent from 432 in November. The 
late session, while accounting for only 28.5 
percent of check-ins, accounted for 44.4 
percent of the traffic. Saturday sessions, 
while accounting for 16.1 percent of total 
sessions, accounted for 16.8 percent of 
total traffic. Considering extremely ad- 


verse band conditions at times, this 
represents quite an accomplishment for 
which we are most grateful to the 
dedicated and persevering people who 
made it possible.

QRP 1750 METERS 

By Jim Hagan, WA4GHK+ 

(Part 2) 

Antenna efficiency is so low 
due to lossy ground systems 
that it is difficult to radiate 
more than about 1 milliwatt. By 
this time you are probably 
wondering if anything can be 
done on this band with all of 
these handicaps. The answer is 
avery definite yes. I have yeard 
my own signal Q5 at 200 miles 
with a Navy RBL-2 receiver 
running on batteries and a wire 
tossed intoa tree as an antenna. 
Two way contacts have been 
made regularly at 75 miles. One 
station in the Northeastern U.S. 
has had a2 way at 200 miles and 
been heard at 300 miles! Not 
bad for 1 milliwatt radiated 
power. 

The exceptionally good 
groundwave coverage at these 
frequencies is responsible for 
these contacts. No sky wave 
contacts have been made yet, 
but it is being attempted. 

Two stations here in Florida 
operate much of the time as 
beacons. My station sends a 
series of long dashes for 45 
seconds, then the letters G H K

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THE BOCA REPEATER 
1 By Chuck Ritchie, W4BUG 


During or following a natural or man-made disaster such as a 
hurricane, tornado, or riot, the Gold Coast FM Association is ready 
to coordinate communications between the site of the trouble and 
the hospital working on the evacuation of patients. 

The organization can alsoserve as a link-up for Civil Defense, the 
American Red Cross and municipal requirements in a national or 
local emergency. 

A non-profit group of 75 amateur radio operators from Palm 
Beach and Broward Counties compose the membership of the Gold 
Coast FM Association which utilizes a VHF radio repeater link 
transmitter station located at Boca Raton Community Hospital. 
Through what they call the Para Medical Emergency Com- 
munications System, mobiles, protables, walkie talkies and base 
stations can be put into operation for any emergency requiring 
essential communication. Basically, the Gold Coast FM 
Association is made up of amateur radio operators who can 
dispatch mobile and portable units to the scene of any disturbance. 
The main objective of the Para Medical E.C.S. is to provide 
communications among the five hospitals in Palm Beach County 
and, as needed, those hospitals in Broward County. Telephone link- 
up with the Bell System is also available from the mobiles to any 
section of the hospital or to locations within the two counties 
covered by the Para Medical E.C.S. Because the hospital has an 
emergency power system, communications can also be maintained 
in the event of any telephone or power failure. The organization 
would, however, stay out of the internal working system of the 
hospital. 

The Association’s help could be requested by an agency — either 
the city, the police or fire departments, or the hospital in that area. 
In the event that one of the members come upon the scene of an 
accident, he can callin the law enforcement agency in the area or 
the ambulance, if needed. So far the members have called in a half 
dozen accidents they were the first to come across on the Sunshine 
State Parkway. Upon reporting from the scene of the accident, the 
members would stay on the scene until a law enforcement 
representative arrives 

Operating under the requirements established by the F.C.C. with 
the assigned call of WB4QFY on 146.22 in and 146.82 out with a 
power of approximately 300 watts ERP, and operating as the Gold 
Coast FM Emergency Network, the Association members conduct 
periodic drills. During a drill, the NCS calls roll of the members. 
The members who check in identify themselves and indicate 
whether they are calling from a mobile unit or walkie talkie and if 
they are using emergency power. An automatic logging tape is kept 
by the repeater station of every station that checks in, and a roster 
is maintained of all stations that have emergency power and are 
available for service during an emergency. 

The Para Medical Communication System began in late 1969, 
originally as a Boca Raton FM Association, with the repeater 
located in the home of one of the members. The repeater was 
relocated at the Boca Raton Community Hospital in January of 
1971. The system works closely with the Palm Beach AREC and 
also serves as a backup for the Hospital Emergency Com- 
munication System. (HEAR). On December 16, 1972, during 
Broward County’s Simulated Emergency Test (SET), assistance 
was requested of the Gold Coast FM Emergency Net Coordinator, 
WA4WNE, Steve, and he in turn called the G.C.E.N. into session. A 
real situation did arise during the SET which required that a 
mobile unit be dispatched to deliver a message from the American 
Red Cross Field Director in Broward County toa family that could 
not be contacted in any other way. Palm Beach County Civil 
Defense and American Red Cross will be conducting a similar SET 
January 27, 1973. 

We appreciate the use of the hospital as our repeater site not only 
for its use as a community service but also as a means for amateur 
radio operators to communicate with one another and to assist 
other radio operators visiting this area from the north. The 
WB4QF'Y repeater operates 24 hours and is an open repeater with 
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the use of an auto patch. 

Mr. Chuck Ritchie (W4BUG), President; Mr. Stu Glass (W4R- 
JD), Vice President, and Mr. Fred Lemka (WB4RZS), Secretary- 
Treasurer, are now completing their terms of office. New officers 
will be elected at the January meeting of the Association. The 


Trustee of the repeater is Mr. Joe Kuntz, Jr. (WB4TEM).
